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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The amendments to the claims raise new issues not previously consisdered by the Examiner. Specifically the adding of "the specific 
biological information is represented in local format objects in a canonical or abstract representation" changes the scope of the claim when 
interpreted as a whole. 

With regard to claims 8, 12, 24-26, 52, and 58, Applicant asserts that Chung fails to teach a local format infrastructural layer configured to 
transform specific biological data. 
The Examiner disagrees. 

Chung teaches pulling data from different databases of different formats and transforming the data to a common format CPL, which is 
required by the current claim language. The Applicant is placing weight on limitaitons that have not been positively recited in the claim 
when arguing the difference between the prior art and the claimed invention such as "converting the data into local format that is 
standardized, so that it canbe used across platforms and by plugging various programs and applications into access with such data". 
Additionally Applicant's Admitted Prior Art states that Visio is the leading general purpose diagramming product for building ip network 
diagrams from graphical building blocks. 

With regard to claims 9, 15, 18, 21, 23, 29, 51, 53, and 54 the Applicant appears to assert that Infanti fails to teach the claim limitations due 
to Infanti not explicitly teaching wherein the stencils are representations of biological data or information and therefore cannot meet the 
limitation of the claims. 

It should be noted that AAPA discloses that Visio which is the software tool that is being utilized in Infanti is used for building network 
diagrams from graphical building blocks. AAPA additionally teaches software for analyzing networks includes tools for inferring biological 
networks from experimental data in the context of biological networks, which should be taken into consideration when understanding the 
Examiner's rejection of the claim limitations with regard to Infanti. As to claim 17, Flowtronex teaches an overlay onto Visio that desing and 
assigns rules to Visio shapes. 
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
